R ecord-U n io n : The queer melange 
called the "oration" which was delivered 
in San Francisco on the Fourth of July has 
received slight notice from the press of 
that city, aud no comment which so well 
characterizes it as your very sensible re­ 
marks in the R ecord-U n io n of Monday 
There is one statement in that “oraiion’’ 
which seems to call for special censure. The 
speaker vented some of his peculiar ill-will 
upon the shade of Alexander Hamilton, 
whom he would have the people believe 
was an enemy of his country. The sen­ 
tence of the oration which I refer to is as 
follows; “ Whoever affirms the teachings of 
Hamilton is an enemy to science, an en­ 
emy to God and man, an enemy to our 
bill of rights and our country." 
This remarkable statement is made bv 
an accredited orator in on« of our princi­ 
pal cities, on our great national day. and 
should it go unchallenged would seem to 
indicate a great deal of apathv or much 
indifference concerning one of the founders 
of the republic, in the countrv which has 
received the ben.fit of his valuable serv­ 
ices. Alexander Hamilton wrote many 
of the papers for the Federalist, and aided 
greatly in persuading the people of the 
thirteen States to ratifv the Constitution 
of the United States. With Madison and 
Jay, history credit* him with the merit 
of work which established the Govern­ 
ment upon a firm basis, and gave the na­ 
tion in its infancy a high position in the 
world. 
Daniel Webster, in one of his notable 
addresses, thus speaks of Hamilton: "The 
discerning eye of Washington immedi­ 
ately called him to that post which was 
far ihe most important in the administra­ 
tion of the new svstem. He was made 
Secretary of the Treasury: and how he 
fulfilled the duties of such a place at such 
a time the whole country perceived with 
delight, aDd the whole world saw with ad­ 
miration. He smote the rock of the na­ 
tional resources and abundant streams of 
revenue gushed forth. 
He touched the 
dead corpse of public credit and it sprang 
upon its feet. The fabled birth of Minerva 
from the brain of Jove was hardly more 
sudden or more perfect than the financial 
system of the United States as it burst forth 
from the conceptions of Alexander Hamil­ 
ton.”

IRRIGATION CONVENTION. 


A n Im p o rta n t M eetin g tcf B e H eld in 
T u la re C ounty, 
The following circular is being sent out 
by the Board of Directors of Tulare Irriga­ 
tion District, to the Board of Directors in 
each irrigation district of the State : 
“It has been suggested that the officers of 
the various irrigation districts of California, 
formed under the Wright irrigation law, 
should meet in convention for the purpose 
of forming a State Association of district 
officers. 
"It is thought that such an Association 
would enable each district to benefit by 
the experience of all other districts, in the 
solution of problems of mutual interest, 
and that an arrangement might be made 
whereby all districts should contribute to 
the adjustment of such difficulties as beset 
the paths of all alike. 
“It is not unlikely (hat further legisla­ 
tion will be required from time to time, 
and that concerted action upon the part of 
districts would greatly facilitate the pas­ 
sage of such laws as are needed. 
“It is possible, also, that concerted action 
may be needed to prevent the enactment of 
legislation adverse to the district system. 
“Subjects important for associated con­ 
sideration will doubtless subject them­ 
selves to the minds of Directors of all dis­ 
tricts, the discussion of which would be 
productive of good. 
“In view of the foregoing and other 
considerations, the undersigned Directors 
of Tulare Irrigation District hereby ex’.end 
their cordial and earnest invitation to the 
Directors and officers of your district, to 
meet delegates from the several irrigation 
districts of California, in convention at 
Tulare, Cal , September 12, IS90. 
"Delegates are requested to invite any 
friends of the district system to attend 
and assist in the deliberations of the con­ 
vention. 
“Arrangements have been made whereby 
persons paying one full fare to Tulare, will 
be given a return ticket for one-third fare, 
provided they brrng with them a receipt 
from their agent showing purchase of a 
ticket to attend said convention.”

ABSOLUTELY PURE 
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MOCK MODESTY. 
The Directors of the Detroit Museum of 
A rt have demonstrated their entire unfit­ 
ness for their positions. In response to the 
silly and ludicrous demand of certain Miss 
Naucy nasty-particular people, they have 
ordered the plaster casts in the museum to 
be draped in costumery modern and farci­ 
cal. These people, who are so fearful that 
other people will lie shocked and their 
morals corrupted by viewing the Apollo 
Belvidere, the Gladiator and the Venus 
de Medici as they are graven in marble, 
seem to overlook the fact that if their pro­ 
test against the so-called “nude” in satu- 
ary is good for anything at all, it ought to 
secure the destruction of casts of the order 
referred to, because of the well-known fact 
that the figure half draped or the statue 
clothed is more suggestive than entire 
nudity; that to drape a graven figure is to 
suggest at once that it should never have 
been modeled. 
Lasts of the figures that have made the 
prudes of Detroit so angry, are to be found 
in the Art Gallery of this city. From five 
hundred to a thousand people visit the 
gallery monthly, and the figures in exhi­ 
bition seasons run up to twenty and thirty 
thousand. Yet in no instance has anyone 
been shocked or the moral sensibilities or 
the sense of propriety been ruffled. In 
the midst of these beautiful works of art. 
in the last five years, three hundred modest, 
lady-like and pure girls and women, and 
some forty or fifty lads and young men of 
gentlemanly deportment and correct hab­ 
its and good home training, have studied. 
They have transferred to paper and can­ 
vas the lines of these figures, and made 
their classic poses the subjects of weeks of 
patient study for reproduction in light 
and shade effects. Yet not one of all these 
young ypople have felt the tinge of a blush 
because of the art works viewed, nor have 
their morals or their tastes been in the 
slightest degree corrupted or given a par' 
tide of warp. On the contrary, their 
tastes have been refined and their whole 
being bettered by the study. 
The purists of Detroit would find them­ 
selves sadly put to, in getting about in 
Europe, if they were to close their eyes to 
all representations of the human figure in 
architecture, painting, sculpture and bas- 
relief in the nude or partially nude. In 
fact, they would have to grope through 
the Old World blindfolded, and for the 
matter of that they would find it difficult 
in these later days to walk in the streets 
and parks and gardens of the cities of our 
own country with their eyes open. These 
sentimental cranks are too good for this 
world, or too vulgar in their own thoughts 
for association with the decent people of 
the day. We suspect these goody-goody 
beings. They are too profuse in their de­ 
clarations of modesty and purity; they are 
altogether too solicitous that others should 
not lie corrupted. The chances are that 
their own bringing up has been so de­ 
fective that they are incapable of dis­ 
tinguishing between the pure and the im­ 
pure. The probabilities are that these 
same ultra-sensitive people find no harm 
in the “bussing liees” so common out 
West, where their young sons and daugh­ 
ters indulge in promiscuous kissing and 
hugging and indecent handling of human 
forms. 


AN ADDRESS TO VOTERS. 
We invite attention to an address in an­ 
other column prepared by a committee of 
the Improvement Association and directed 
to the voters of Sacramento. It ought to 
be read and pondered to-day by all voters 
at all in doubt concerning their duty to­ 
morrow. We invite special attention to 
the clause of the address under the sub­ 
head “A Money-saving Scheme.” It is 
there shown clearly that to adopt the im­ 
provement proposition is actually to save 
money to every tax-payer by greatly re­ 
ducing the taxation for the maintenance 
of the street-repair fund. It is shown that 
had the projosed scheme been in opera­ 
tion this year the tax-payers would have 
saved to their purses the sum of $18,000. 
So then the vote in the affirmative to­ 
morrow is a vote to lower taxation. 
The address points out that experience 
has demonstrated that permanent street 
improvement is the shortest and surest 
road to securing the upbuilding of other 
material interests. It suggests, also, the 
injustice of throwing all the travel of the 
city in the stormy seasons upon the few 
streets the property-owners have already 
graded and graveled with commendable 
public spirit. It makes clear precisely 
what is to be voted upou to-morrow, that 
is, a practical return to the former system 
of paying one-fourth the cost of street work 
out of a fund raised by general taxation. 
T hat was the policy practically in Sacra­ 
mento until 1S85, when the Vrooman Act 
interposed and put the whole cost of all 
6treet work upon the property-owners. 
W hy should not the citizens who use the 
streets, and still own no property, pay 
some part of the cost of making them? 
W ho can advance a single good reason 
negatively to that proposition ? W hy not, 
as the address well asks, attract outside 
capital by the cleanliness of our streets 
and their uniform good condition? Who 
is it who wants strangers repulsed by the 
condition of highways such as were to be 
6een in this city last winter? As is well 
pot in the address, the proposition of to­ 
morrow is one to invite more residents and 
greater trade, to encourage local improve- 


ment of all kinds, to reduce taxation, to 
stimulate labor, to save expense for street 
repairs, and to publish to the world that 
Sacramento is in the procession of pro­ 
gress. 
A TAX-LOWERING PLAN AND AN 
ANSWER 
A large property-owner, a rich man, 
who has made all his money in Sacra­ 
mento, said yesterday, “I shall vote against 
the $100,000 
proposition.” 
“W hy?’’ 
“Simply because in the past I have paid 
for the improvement of intersections by 
front-foot assessment, and I want others to 
do the same. It is not fair to tax me now 
anew for other intersection work.” 
How mistaken this man was, and he was 
convinced of it in a few moments. In all 
the past he has not paid for street inter­ 
section work ; on the contrary, he has done 
so only for a few years past, for prior to 
the passage of the Vrooman Act Sacra­ 
mento maintained a street-intersection 
fund, and out of it intersection costs were 
paid. That fund was raised by general 
taxation. To that system, by the means 
now suggested, it is proposed to return. 
In the instance referred to we calculated 
the actual cost to the citizen we have 
quoted, if the election to morrow should 
be determined affirmatively, and to his in­ 
tense astonishment it was found to be less 
than the tax he now pays for the present 
annual street-repair fund, which the im­ 
provement proposition will almost abolish. 
That property-owner went home a friend 
of the improvement scheme and will vote 
for it to-morrow as a money-saving and 
tax-lowering proposition. 


A MONEY-SAVING PROPOSITION. 
There is one feature that is involved in 
the election to-morrow that should not 
es< ape attention ; to wit, under the pro­ 
v e d new system the taxation for street 
repairs will be amazingly less than now 
and heretofore. That is to say, the greater 
part of the sum expended annually for 
rounding up dirt streets and undoing the 
ravages of winter will be saved to the 
people. This saving will far exceed the 
interest we will have to pay on the loan 
we propose to make, together with the 
amount the law requires to be paid annu­ 
ally on the principal. 
As a simple proposition of economy, 
therefore, to vote for the bond proposition 
is to actually rote to reduce taxes. For in­ 
stance, the cost to the people of the city 
for street repairs this year, collected by 
taxation, amounts to $28,000. Now if all 
the streets that should be graded and 
paved were in that condition, the cost for 
repairs would not be one-third of that 
amount, including the interest on so much 
of the hundred thousand dollars as we 
pay, and the percentage of principal that 
must be put aside annually to meet the 
discharge of the debt. This simple fact 
ought to be conclusive of the whole ques­ 
tion. 


I t is rumored that teamsters will op­ 
pose the improvement proposition because 
a public-spirited company has put a steam 
wagon at work hauling gravel. That has 
nothing whatever to do with the election 
of to-morrow. The company referred to 
was organized and went to work irrespect­ 
ive of the election, or of any of the propo­ 
sitions related to it. It would have en­ 
tered upon the hauling of gravel whether 
or not an election had been ordered. But 
if teamsters entertain any such foolish 
idea as is reported, they are about to com­ 
mit an eggregious blunder. Every foot of 
street-way improved permanently, makes 
more work for them in hauling for lot 
grading and general private improvement. 
I hey will also have all the more work to 
do in hauling old earth from the streets 
into the alleys, all of which ought to be 
and will be brought to grade. Moreover, 
the company cannot do one-fifth of the 
work to be done if “improvement” wir.s 
to-morrow. Unless these teamsters are 
blind, they will see that whatever stim­ 
ulates local improvement will help them. 


A tw o -th ird s vote is needed to-mor­ 
row. Every friend of street improvement 
must work hard and all day to secure it. 
One vote against “stands oil” two votes 
for. There is misapprehension in some 
minds; it is a duty to turn out and re­ 
move it, and let those confused as to the 
facts understand that this election involves 
nothing but street improvement; that it 
does not add to the old bond-liolders’ 
revenue; does not relate to water works, or 
income, or levees, or anything except street 
improvement, low taxation, general pros­ 
perity, the health ful ness of the city, in­ 
creased trade and revived industry. 


A c itiz e n has investigated and found 
that it cost the city $350 to round up and 
smooth out a street to the extent of one 
block, near his residence, this spring, that 
winter rains had leveled and teams had 
cut up. Had that block of street been 
graded and graveled it probably would 
not have cost $3 to repiir it. In the face 
of such facts, who can reasonably object to 
a proposition for the city at large to pay 
one-fourth the cost of street improvement 
in order to secure the abolition of the 
dirt streets and annual “round-ups?” 


I k the election is carried in the affirm­ 
ative on Wednesday, out of the sum we 
will borrow from the future, one-fourth of 
all street work will be paid from January 
1, 1890, and thereafter. If it carries, all 
the teams and workers in the region will 
have employment, and others too. If it is 
defeated the improvement company can do 
all the work that will be done. It is 
therefore for the interest of teamsters and 
men accustomed to work on streets, 
graders, curbers, shovelebi and others to 
vote “yes” to-morrow. 


T he election to-morrow is really to de­ 
termine whether we will lessen the cost of 
repairing the streets. It costs in ten years 
$230,000 to “do over” the streets every 
spring. But if the streets are graveled 
or paved—made permanent improvements 
—in ten years the cost of repairs, judged 
on the basis of the exjierience of others, 
will not exceed $3,000 a year, or in ten 
years $30,000. Is it not a clear proposition 
of economy therefore, to make the invest­ 
ment that is now asked for ? 


R em em ber, it is not a proposition to­ 
morrow to be voted on to incur at once a 
debt of $100,000. On the contrary, only 
so many of the bonds will issue each year 
as are needed to realize a sum to stimulate 
street improvement for the year. It may 
happen, probably will, that the whole 
$100,000 will never issue. 


Let workingmen remember that the 
way to increase the demand for labor in 
the city is to favor local improvement. The 
more street improvement there is, the 
more building and general construction, 
and the more money disbursed among all 
classes of labor. 


BOARD OF BÜPERYI8QR8. 
A Bundle of Countj Business Disposed 
of Yesterday. 
The Board of Supervisors met yesterday 
forenoon in the capacity of a County Board 
of Equalization, bat as there was no busi­ 
ness to be attended to at that time a re­ 
cess was taken and the members reassem­ 
bled as the Board of Supervisors. 
A communication was received from the 
California Museum Association, requesting 
that that body be recommended to the Cal­ 
ifornia Committee on the World's Fair as 
entitled to representation in ihe State 
W- rld’s Fair Convention. 
The majority of the Board thought that 
the Association's request was verv reason­ 
able, and the Chairman was authorized to 
notify the Association that its request 
would be granted. 
P. R. Beckley complained to the Board 
of the terrible condition of the road run­ 
ning from Franklin to the Sacramento 
river. The matter was referred to the Com­ 
mittee on Roads. 
W. W. Coons, Under Sheriff, and County 
Surveyor J. C. Boyd made their report on 
the matter of redistrictiog the county into 
precinct and road districts. The majority 
of the districts will remain unchanged, ac­ 
cording to the report. Three new precincts 
will be established, to be numbered respect­ 
ively 21. 33 and 35. Precinct 21 will com­ 
prise that portion of Sutter township lving 
north of the Sacramento and Placerviile 
Railroad; Precinct 33 consists of a portion 
of District No. 11, being the southern por­ 
tion of the Rancho del Paso; Precinct 35 
comprises a portion of Brighton township 
south of Precincts 8 and 7. A slight 
change in the boundaries of Precinct 16 is 
recommended; also in Precinct 24. 
The report was received and placed on 
file. The Board will, in the next few days, 
consider the report and act upon its rec­ 
ommendations. 
At the afternoon session Mr. Tebbets 
moved that the Clerk be directed to make 
application for the admission of Sacra­ 
mento coamy into the Slate Board of 
Trade. The motion was adopted. Clerk 
Hamilton then drew up the following com­ 
munication, which was approved by the 
Board;

On motion of Mr. Tebbets the Assessor 
was directed to furnish the Board with an 
index to the assessment-roll, to be used by 
the Board of Equalization. 
County Clerk Hamilton stated that he 
would need two extra clerks to assist him 
in making up the new register. The Board 
authorized him to employ them. 
M. R. Beard appeared before the Board 
to ask that the Themis be allowed to pub­ 
lish the county financial statement. 
Supervisor Greer was opposed to this. 
He said the Board had established a rule 
that only two papers In the county should 
publish the statement at one time, and it 
had been understood that each paper 
would be given its turn. The paper men­ 
tioned would have its turn, and he was 
opposed to additional expenses now. 
Mr. Tebbets said the Themis had been ig­ 
nored in all previous awarding of printing, 
which he considered unfair. He was in 
favor of giving the last financial statement 
to that paper even if it did cost more. 
Mr. Greer did not want it understood 
that he was fighting any newspapers, but 
he was opposed to allowing more than two 
at a time to do the printing, for purely' 
economical reasons. 
After considerable talk a vote was taken 
and Mr. Greer was voted down. 
The Board then resolved itself again ioto 
a Board of Equalization but shortly after­ 
ward adjourned, there being nothing of 
importance to transact. 


DILATORY RATE PAYERS. 
Delinquent Water-Takerg and Non-Paid 
City Taxes. 
The report of the City Expert was taken 
up and read before the City Trustees yes­ 
terday. When that portion of it relating 
to water rates was read Chief Water Clerk 
Coffee was asked why he had not made a 
quarterly report of delinquent water- 
takers. 
Mr. Coffee replied that the work of his 
office had been so rushing that he had not 
been able to make out a list, as there were 
more than 4,000 delinquent water takers. 
His books would show that he was catch­ 
ing up pretty rapidly on the delinquent 
list, but it was a stupendous job. Further­ 
more, it was hard to determine just what 
constituted a delinquent. The quarter 
would end on the 15th of July (the present 
month), but it would be some time before 
all takers could be visited by the collect­ 
ors, but most of them would pay when 
called on. 
Mr. Wolf said he understood that water 
rates were due in advance, and ex-Collector 
Bauer replied that under that rule nearly 
the whole population wonld be reported 
delinquent. 
Clerk Coffee further said there was an 
ordinance in force which provided that no 
warrant should be drawn in favor of any 
person against the City Treasury so long as 
such person was indebted to the city. 
Tbete are a number of city officials, he 
said, regularly drawing salaries from the 
city who were far behind in their water 
rates, and that the latter were with diffi­ 
culty collected of them at any time. 
Auditor McKee said he had had no 
notice of such fact. 
Mayor Comstock said he would like to 
have the Chief Clerk submit a report of 
delinquents up to the 15th of this month. 
A.fter the Expert’s report had been read, 
Mr. McLaughlin moved that that portion 
relating to the collection of delinquent 
city taxes be referred to the City Attorney 
to report on the prospect of having weekly 
reports made. 
It was so ordered. 


MONDAY’S MELANGE. 
Police Judge Buckley Disposes of a Long 
Calendar, 
The Police Court calendar was quite 
long yesterday. The cases of Peter Rossi 
and B. A. Trapp, for judgment, were con­ 
tinued until to-day. 
Thomas Lowell, charged with disturbing 
the peace, had his case continued until to­ 
day. 
Frank Adams was found guilty of dis­ 
turbing the peace and will be sentenced to­ 
day.The case of J. A. Wilson, charged with 
disturbing the peace, was dismissed apon 
the filing of a stipulation of satisfaction. 
JoeGretcnen was found not guilty of dis­ 
turbing the peace. 
William Hill, a street-sprinkler, arrested 
for using the city water while a fire was in 
progress, claimed that he did not hear the 
whistles and was discharged. 
John Graham was sent to jail for five 
days for being drunk. Mary Roberts was 
similarly dealt with. 
J. W. Chambers got twenty davs for 
being drunk. Tbe officers testified that he 
was very offensive. 
Annie Smith was fined $5 for being 
found on tbe streets in an intoxicated con­ 
dition. 
BRIEF NOTES. 
At Strong’s Canyon, near the Summit, 
on Sunday, some 250 feet of snowsheds 
were destroyed by tire. 
On Saturday the steamer San Joaquin. 
No. 4, arrived from San Francisco towing a 
barge of lumber to the Sacramento Lumber 
Company. 
Charley Dangler, aged 8 years, fell from 
a tree-top on Saturday, some twenty feet 
from tbe ground, and was severely bruised 
but not dangerously injured. 
Yesterday a decision of the Supreme 
Court was filed in Clerk Williams'office 
for tbe Second District, affirming the judg­ 
ment in the case of Leonora J. Eversdon 
vs. Charles R. Mavhew. 
Mr. and Mrs John Driscoll, whose son 
was recently drowned in|Alaska—as men­ 
tioned in these oolnmns yesterday—went 
to San Francisco to arrange for having the 
body forwarded to this city when it arrives 
there. 
Last evening several friends of Dr. Cur­ 
tis. the City Ha!! janitor, presented him 
with a prize of $1U for his impersonation 
of ex Chief of Police Dillnian in tbe horri­ 
ble procession that took place on the after­ 
noon of the Fourth. They appreciate the 
fact that his was the best sustained local 
character in line. 


REPUBLICAN STATE CONVENTION. 
The Committee in Charge Makes Further 
P reparations. 
The committee having charge of the ar­ 
rangements for the approaching Republican 
State Convention, to be held in this city, 
met again at the Capital Hotel last even­ 
ing. There were present George C. Mc­ 
Mullen (Chairman), A. J. Johnston, B B. 
Brown, P. E. Platt, J. O. Coleman, Clinton 
White, J. W. Wilson, W. H. Ennis, Joseph 
Steffens and Secretary Steppacher of the 
Republican State Central Committee. 
Mr. Johnston of the Committee on Trans­ 
portation reported that the Southern Pacific 
Company would carry all delegates from 
all parts of the State at half rates—that is, 
the return trip wonld be free. 
Mr. Coleman reported, on behalf of tbe 
committee appointed to solicit subscrip­ 
tions from the banks and hotels, that about 
$S0O had been collected. 
The Committee on Hall and Decorations 
also made a report, through Mr. Ennis. It 
was intended, he said, that the floor of the 
Assembly Chamber should be covered with 
canvas, and the big room wonld be beauti­ 
fully decorated with national colors, plants, 
flowers, etc : also the ball leading into the 
chamber from the rotunda. Ice-’water and 
fans would be supplied, as well as janitors, 
Sergeants-at-Arms, etc. 
The Supreme 
Court chambers. Board of Equalization 
rooms and Sergeant-at-Arms’ room conld 
be used for tbe meetings of the Congres­ 
sional districts, while the State Library had 
been offered as a reception-room. 
The matter of the proposed souvenir, in 
the shape of a pamphlet containing val- 
uaole election statistics, was next taken up. 
and it was finally ordered that not less 
than 2,000 of them be printed. The Print­ 
ing Committee was authorized to attend to 
the matter, as well as having the other 
necessary printing done, such as roll-calls, 
placards and badges for the delegates. 
A lengthy discussion over minor details 
followed, and then, upon the suggestion of 
Mr. Coleman. C. H. Hubbard was elected 
Treasurer of the committee. 
Finances were next considered. It was 
decided that four committees should be ap­ 
pointed and assigned to certain districts for 
tbe purpose of canvassing the busiuess 
houses for the balance of the money 
needed. 
The committees were appointed aad as­ 
signed as follows: W. H. Ennis, Max 
Hornlein and C. S. Houghton, east of Sixth 
street and north of the alley, between J and 
K; A. J. Johnston, A. Andrews and 
Charles Marshall, east of Sixth street and 
south of the alley; P. E. Platt, Eugene J. 
Gregory and C. H. Hubbard, west of Sixth 
street and north of the alley, and B. B. 
Brown, W. B. Miller and D. Gillis, west of 
Sixth street and south ot the alley. 
The committee then adjourned to meet 
again at the same place next Monday 
evening. 
A GOOD SHOWING. 
City Expert Devlin Finds the Books Gen­ 
erally Correct. 
William H. Devlin, the City Expert, 
made his report to the City Trustees yester­ 
day for the fiscal year ending April 5, 1890. 
The report is a voluminous document of 
seventy pages of typewritten mannscript, 
and embraces a review of the condition of 
the affairs of each city official and depart­ 
ment. Much of ihe report is devoted to 
suggestions made by Mr. Devlin concern­ 
ing the manner in which the business of 
the various offices should be conducted. 
The expert found a balance of $1 against 
ex-Cierk of the Water Wftrks V. J. Greg­ 
ory, which has been paid. During the 
year Mr. Gregory had handled $136,577 25 
oí the city's money. 
City Collector—This official, G. A. Put­ 
nam, was found to be 58 cents short after 
collecting $38,099 50 on license account 
and $297,611 88 from taxes. 
Superintendent of the Cemetery—R. W. 
Parker was found to have omitted an en­ 
try of $7 in one case, and to have overpaid 
the city $18 in others. He had trusted un­ 
dertakers for burial permits, but psid for 
them himself, and paid again when he col­ 
lected the money. The city owes Mr. 
Parker $9. 
Harbormaster—The collections for the 
year were $1.792 50, of which $1,787 50 was 
paid in, leaving an error against the officer 
ani'uinting to $5. 
Police Court—Out of $7,654 fines im­ 
posed. $2,023 was collected and paid over, 
less $878 50, Clerk's fees. 
Fire Department—In this department 
errors were found in disbursements, in fa­ 
vor ot the city, amounting to $4 29. 
District Attorney—This official is charged 
with the collection of delinquent city taxes. 
The sum collected was $2,537 61. Mr. Bru­ 
ner’s payments to the city last year having 
been more than the expert of that year 
called for, he desired the present expert to 
discover the errors and ascertain the exact 
amount due before settling for this year. 
Mr. Iiruner informed tbe expert that when 
this was done he would make the correct 
payment to ihe city. The expert did not 
inform Mr. Bruner until last Saturday of 
the exact amount due. Mr. Bruner then 
paid the same at once into the City Treas­ 
ury, and tbe expert made a note of the 
same in iris report, showing that there was 
nothiog due from the District Attorney. 
The expert found an error of $2 in favor 
of Justice of the Peace Divine, and of 25 
cents in favor of the city against Justice 
Baker. 
The books of tbe Funded Debt Commis­ 
sion were found correct. The bonds in the 
hands ot the Commission amount to $713,­ 
200, and coupons, $829,747 50, making a 
total of $1,542.947 50. 
The expert found that in two instances 
the City Auditor had drawn warrants for 
small sums against certain lunds, but tbe 
Treasurer bad credited the payments to 
other funds. He suggested that the Au­ 
ditor and Treasurer balance their books 
the first Monday in every quarter.

TOFICS FOR TAX PAYERS. 


MATTEBS CONSIDERED BY THE 
TBUSTEES YESXEBDAY. 
CITY 


Special Counsel Employed in the Pierce 
Dam age Suit—Dive and License 
Ordinances—Etc. 


The Board of City Trustees held its reg­ 
ular session yesterday, at which all were 
present. N. A. Kidder, Harbormaster, sub­ 
mitted his monthly report showing collec­ 
tions to the amount of $175. 
Richard H. Singleton, Superintendent of 
the City Cemetery, reported that during 
the month of June there were twenty-three 
deaths íd the city and three stillborn. Two 
of these were sent away for interment and 
sixteen bodies were brought here for burial. 
Collections, $186 50. 
Poundkeeper Philip O’Neill reported 
having impounded six horses, fourteen 
cows and forty-six dogs. The horses and 
cattle were redeemed, but every one of the 
dogs were killed. He collected $26 50 in 
fees. 
Chief of Police Drew made a report 
showing that 208 arrests were made during 
the month of June, forty lodgers were ac­ 
commodated and 1,031 meals provided. 
He collected $13 and paid out $11 50. 
City License Collector Putnam sub­ 
mitted the following report for the last 
quarter: 
Licenses sold, $7,046; fees col­ 
lected, $51; dog licenses, $14; license col­ 
lections on hand Julv 1st, $8,259 50. 
The report of Chief Engineer Judd of the 
Water-works showed that 38,103,000 gal­ 
lons of water were pumped during the past 
week. The Holly pump worked 65 hours 
and the Stevens 132 hours. 
* 
Sanitary and Building Inspector Starr 
recommended that the awnings in front of 
the following premises be condemned, and 
it was so ordered: Nos. 530, 528 , 603, 605 
and 301 J street, Nos. 926, 1013 and 1011 
Second street. Nos. 131, 321 and 221 K 
street, and 604 and 900 L street. 
City Expert Devltn submitted his report 
to the Board. 
Bids for the grading and improving of 
the following streets were opened and read: 
Third from T to V, N from Fifteenth to 
Nineteenth, and N from Nineteenth to 
Tweuty-ninth. 
The Central Electric Company presented 
a bill of $1,729 67 for lighting the city since 
April 20th. Superintendent Myers was 
present and asked that the Board take 
action on the bill. 
Trustee McLaughlin said he didn't think 
the company ought to present a bill before 
they had their work and system completed 
and the city had accepted the same. He 
also claimed that there was a difference 
amounting to $1,856 50, counting from 
January, between the contract price and 
that which tne company was charging. 
No action was taken. 
Mrs. Trainor asked that the city mains 
be so extended that people living in the 
immediate neighborhood of Twenty-fourth 
and Q streets could obtain the city water. 
Trustee Wolf said there was no money 
in the fund for such work, but he hoped to 
be able to extend the mains shortly. 
The Mayor said that complaint had been 
made to him that P street, east of Twentieth, 
was not being sprinkled properly. 
A resolution of intention was passed to 
grade L street from Fifteenth to Twenty- 
eighth. 
Mayor Comstock remarked that while 
passing by the Plaza on Sunday he noticed 
a large number of young men lying on the 
grass, and he thought they ought not to do 
so, but should take seats. They did not 
appear to be making any noise or disturb­ 
ance, but he did not like the idea of their 
lounging about the square. 
Trustee McLaughlin said the Plaza was 
for the public, and it was the privilege of 
anybody to go there so long as he conducted 
himself in a proper manner. 
George Lichthardt made complaint that 
horses and cattle were running at large in 
the vicinity of Twenty-fourth and L streets, 
and had already injured a cement sidewalk 
which he had lately laid down. He be­ 
lieved if the Poundmaster was attending to 
his duty it would not have occurred. 
City Attorney Hart appeared before the 
Board and took up the ordinance which he 
had prepared in regard to regulating sa­ 
loons, bar-rooms, dance-houses and other 
places where spirituous liquors are sold. 
At the instance of Grove L. Johnson, sev­ 
eral changes had been made in its wording. 
Mr. Johnson said he had been requested 
to examine the ordinance, and did so. He 
suggested that wherever the word reputa­ 
ble was used in connection with persons, 
it be stricken out, as the Board were not 
supposed to be judges of persons’ charac­ 
ters; also, that a clause be inserted giving 
due notice to the parties whose licenses 
were revoked, and the privilege of being 
represented by counsel and producing and 
examining witnesses; also, to add to Sec­ 
tion 1 tne following: “Provided that all 
licenses in full force at the time of the pas­ 
sage of this ordinance shall entitle their 
holders to continue their business untii the 
exi ¡ration of said license, and no longer." 
Mr. Johnson made other suggestions 
which were inserted in the ordinance, 
and addressed the Board on the matter. 
He said he was willing that his taxes be 
trebled ifj by this the low dives in the 
city could be suppressed. He was glad the 
newspapeis bad taken up the matter, and 
glad the Trustees were taking action so 
promptly. He thought that the requiring 
of bonds was a good thing, and would no 
doubt have a tendency to cause saloon­ 
keepers to run their places in a proper 
manner. The wholesalers would probably 
be the bondsmen in many cases, and they 
would also consider that it was their duty 
to see that those persons on whose bonds 
they went were conducting their places of 
business in a quiet, orderly and decent 
way.Mr. Johnson gave it as his opinion that 
the Board bad no right, under the old ordi­ 
nance, to revoke the licenses of two 
saloon-ked$>ers, which he had been in­ 
formed they d:d some time ago 
Trustee McLaughlin asked Mr. Johnson 
whether or not a saloon in the city could 
run on simply a county license. 
Mr. Johnson replied that they could not; 
that to conduct a saloon within the city 
limits they must necessarily have a city 
license This point was decided by the 
Supreme Court in a case in the southern 
part ot the State some time ago. 
City Attorney Hart suggested that special 
couosel be employed by the city in the 
case of Fierce against the Board of 
Trustees for $2.500 damages alleged to 
have been sustained by reason of certain 
work done on the Y-street levee near the 
river. 
A recess was taken until 1:30 p. St. 


I cessity therefor, as he never beard of any­ 
body going into business without a license. 
Mr. Hart explained that such emergen­ 
cies should be provided against. Only that 
very day the Police Judge found him­ 
self unable to impose a penalty In the esse 
of the two dive-keepers who persisted in 
running their places, despite the fact that 
the Trustees had revoked their licenses, and 
simply because there was no ordinance in 
existence providing a penalty therefor. 
Mr. McLaughlin said he was opposed to 
passing so many unnecessary ordinances. 
Mr. Wolf said he preferred to lock the 
stable doors before the horse could be 
stolen. 
He voted with the Mavor and the ordi­ 
nance was adopted. 
Grove L. Johnson, on behalf of R. 8. 
Carey, asked the Board if the city was to 
pay for the grading of street intersections, 
as a whole, where Mr. Carey’s railroad 
tracks ran through intersections that were 
improved. 
Mr. McLaughlin explained that the city 
was not to pay for intersections alone, but 
one-fourth the expense of the whole work. 
Mr. Carey said that he voluntarily im­ 
proved two feet on each side of his tracks, 
and also inside, under the terms of his 
franchise. He wanted to know if the city, 
under the circumstances, would allow him 
a rebate of one-fouith of his grading ex­ 
penses, the same as other property-owners 
were allowed. 
Mr. McLaughlin said the Trustees could 
not do that, whereupon Mr. Carey said he 
would oppose the issuance of bonds for street 
improvements, as he could not afford to pay 
his share of the tax if not allowed any re­ 
bate on his outlay for gradiDg and gravel­ 
ing between his tracks, and on both sides, 
where streets were being improved. 
After some further remarks and expla­ 
nations, the Board took the matter under 
consideration. 
The contract for rounding up Third street, 
from T to V, was awarded to R. W. Parker. 
J. Hughes was awarded the contract for 
grading and improving N street, from 
Nineteenth to Twenty-ninth streets. 
Dr. Parkinson appeared and asked the 
Board to have the surface water in the 
southwestern portion of the city pumped 
out, and was informed by Mr. McLaughlin 
that the pumps would be started up on Y 
street in a few days. 
The doctor also asked that attention be 
given to the matter of cesspool connections 
with the N-street sewer. 
Mr. Wolf announced his intention of re­ 
moving the fire-plugs at Eighth and J 
streets, and on Fourth, between I and J, 
and replacing them with good ones. 
Mr. McLaughlin reported that the side­ 
walk on the Brown House property, on the 
southwest corner of Fourth and K streets, 
had been condemned for some time, but 
that as the property belongs to the Robert 
Anderson estate it would be necessary to 
ask the Superior Court for an order to have 
a new walk laid. 
An order was made directing the City 
Attorney to ask the Court to take such 
action, and also to have the awning about 
the building removed. 
Mr. McLaughlin said there were a large 
number of property-owners who had 
ignored the various orders to put down new 
sidewalks, and he wanted them to be 
brought before the Board and explain why 
they had neglected to carry out its orders. 
It was decided to make the matter the 
special order for 2 o’clock p. i¿. next Mon­ 
day, when all parties are expected to be on 
hand. 
The Board also decided that property- 
owners must trim their trees, so as not to 
interfere with pedestrians or vehicles, and 
also to remove all weeds and grass from 
vacant lots. 
Mr. McLaughlin said there were two 
eating-8tanda on Third street which took 
up about eight feet, with the counters and 
chairs, about which there was a great deal 
of complaint. 
It was suggested by Mr. Wolf that the 
new sidewalk ordinance covered the mat­ 
ter, and that the police department had 
jurisdiction. The matter was then dropped. 
A petition from citizens for an electric 
light at Eleventh and Fstreets was referred 
to the Street Commissioner. 


AFTERNOON SESSION. 
At the afternoon session the Board again 
took up the matter of the consideration of 
the ordinance regulating the storage of 
coal oil, naphtha, etc. 
Grove L. Johnson, representing W hit­ 
tier, Fuller & Co., requested the Board 
to so «flange the ordinance as to make 
it apply to naptba only, and be suggested 
that action be postponed until the City 
Attorney, Chief Engineer, the underwriters 
and others directly interested in the matter 
could confer together on tne subject, and 
arrive at some agreement. 
Mr. McLaughlin said he also would like 
another week in which to consider the 
matter. 
Mr. Wolf thought the City Trustee* 
should meet with the others. 
General Tozier, of W hittier, Fuller <fc 
Co., remarked that the insurance men were 
not afr aid of coal oil when properly stored, 
and instanced the fact that they charged 
only $1 40 to insure that article, while the 
charge was often greatly in excess of that 
figure on private residences in which coal 
oil was not used. 
The matter went over a week. 
The saloon ordinance was once more 
taken up and Mr. McLaughlin said there 
were too many amendments to suit him. 
He would like to have one ordinance pre­ 
pared in a plain manner that would cover 
the case. There was really law enough 
now if it were carried out. ’ 
Mr. Woif said he was satisfied with the 
ordinance now before the Board, but he 
would like to see it made to cover the 
cases of boys as well as of girls. 
, 
City Attorney Hart said he understood 
that what the Trustees wanted was an ordi­ 
nance that would prohibit girls from visit­ 
ing saloons. 
After some more talk the matter was 
dropped for the time, with the understand­ 
ing that Mr. Hart would make some 
changes. 
The City Attorney read to the Board the 
complaint brought by Edward Pierce 
against the city, and the Board decided to 
employ the firm of Johnson. Johnson A 
Johnson to defend the city in the case. 
Mr. Hart then read for the second time 
the proposed ordinance providing a penalty 
for any person conducting business of any 
kind without procuring a license. 
Mr. McLaughlin could not see the ne-

AN ADDRESS TO THE VOTERS OF SAC­ 
RAMENTO CITY. 


Some Plain Facts Submitted for Their 
Consideration—W hy They Should 
Vote “ Yes.'’

People Die Even There. 
Articles of incorporation of the San Diego 
Undertaking Company were filed in the 
Secretary of State's office yesterday. The 
capital stock is $40,000. and the Directors 
are: Fred. A. Schnebel. Charles N. Flat­ 
tery, Robert Breese, Charles R. Daner and 
T. P. Simpson. 
Cemetery Im provem ent. 
It was yesterday decided that the mem 
bers of the Board of Trustees should visit 
the City Cemetery on Thursday to inspect 
its condition, with a view to having certain 
improvements made. 


The Citizens’ Committee appointed to 
prepare an address to the voters of the city 
on the importance of the special election 
to be held to-morrow to determine the 
question of issuiDg $100,000 in bonds to 
aid in the improvement of streets, has 
adopted the following: 
To the Voters of Sacramento: A special election 
has been called by the Board of City Trustees to 
decide by ballot whether the city shall here­ 
after pay a portion of the cost for permanent 
street improvements. This is strongly urged, 
with a view of returning to the method which 
has always been followed in this city, with ex­ 
ception of the last five years, and to facilitate 
the necessary work of improvement and 
lighten expenses to those less able to pay. The 
results of the approaching election are of the 
very highest importance to every voter, and 
for the welfare of the city. If the people de­ 
cide wisely by their votes, It is confidently be­ 
lieved that an era of rapid development and 
general prosperity for Sacramento is immedi­ 
ately belore us. The improvement of our 
streets is 
IKK FIRST NKCKSSARY STEP 
To any advancement in building up the mate­ 
rial interests of the city. Every voter knows 
that the condition of our streets last winter 
virtually paralyzed every line of trade and 
nearly closed every avenue of employment. The 
absence of good streets cost the property owu- 
ers, last winter aloue, tenfold more than the 
entire taxes that would have made the streets 
what they should be. and saved the city from 
untold loss and disgrace. We desire to attract 
and bring to us outside capital and population, 
but the condition of our streets a great portion 
of the year repel and disgust every visitor. Sac­ 
ramento cannot afford to remain under such re­ 
proach, and whatever course can be taken to 
secure the necessary change will best promote 
the interests of every resident and the building 
of the city. Until the passage of the Vroomau 
street law in 1885, ' 
- - - 
improvement of 
about ONE-FOURTH OK THE ENTIRE COST 
Of each street improved. This was done upon 
the very iust ground that no property owner's 
lots fronted upon the intersections, and that 
any costs concerning them, therefore, properly 
belonged to the city. Hence, until the passage 
of the above named Act, all property owners 
paid for simply the portion of street improve­ 
ment directly fronting their lots. This was 
changed by the Vroomau Act, and the entire 
cost of street improvements, including the inter­ 
sections, have, since 1885, been paid by the ad­ 
jacent owners, the cost being divided between 
the owners of the four quarter blocks cornering 
upon the intersections. By au amendment to 
this law, passed in 1889. the City Trustees are 
again empowered to pay such part of the cost 
for street improvements as they may determine. 
It is, therefore, proposed, for reasons above 
stated, to 
RETURN TO THE FORMER METHOD 
And have the city hereafter pay for one fourth 
of all permanent street work as in former years. 
To do this, as the city has no present funds for 
this purpose, numerous citizens petitioned the 
City Trustees to submit to a vote of the people a 
proposition to issue 8100,000 in bonds payable in 
twenty years, at a low rate of interest, the pro­ 
ceeds to be devoted exclusively to paying one-» 
fourth of the cost of all permanent street im­ 
provements. Tne Trustees acceded th is petition 
and have called an election, to be held on July 
9th, for the purpose of voting upon the propo­ 
sition to issue said bonds. It two-thirds of the 
votes cast at this election are in favor of issuing 
the bonds, then the city will hereafter pay one- 
fourth of the cost of all permanent street work. 
The Trustees have also provided, by a resolu­ 
tion adopted last Monday, that if the proposed 
bonds are authorized, oue fourth of the costs of 
all such street work done after January 1,1890 
(siuee which time this proposition lias been 
under consideration), shall be paid for out of 
this lund. REMOVE THE REPROACH. 
The matter is therefore now before the peo­ 
ple to be decided by them, and it is earnestly 
hoped that the decision will be for improve­ 
ment, so that the reproach which rests upon the 
reputation of our city, caused by the disgrace­ 
ful condition of our streets, may be speedily re­ 
moved. If the people vote to have the streets 
improved, not to exceed, say $39,000 of the fund 
could be expended this year, but with this 
$30,000 expended by the city the property-own­ 
ers on streets thus improved would pay $90,000, 
making, approximately, $120,000 in all. if that 
amount is paid out in Sacramento this summer 
and fall for street work, most of which would 
be for labor and team work, it is believed that 
it will create a degree of activity in everv line 
of 
BUSINESS AND INDUSTRY, 
Such as has not been enjoyed here since early 
times, and will be the ocening of an era of im­ 
provements in all directions, and of general ad­ 
vancement, which will be beneficiallv felt by 
every resident of the city. In this manner we 
would secure the grading and graveling of a 
large number of streets the present season and 
have sufficient funds remaining for one or two 
yeai s more, of still larger disbursements, thus 
affording and creating ample employment for 
a 1 dur laboring classes, and establishing an 
improved condition of the city which will 
INVITE PEOPI.E AND INVESTMENT. 
II objection is made to this plan for improv­ 
ing our streets, upon the ground that it will in­ 
crease taxation, let us Bee how much our taxes 
would be increased, or if, in fact, they will not 
be decreased, by adopting this plan. Under the 
rresent State law the interest upon a debt thus 
ncurred has to be paid each y* ar, and one- 
twentieth of the principal, or bonds. Now, as 
these bonds would only be issued by the city as 
the funds were needed to pav lor the citv’s part 
of street work, not to exceed $30,000 would be 
required or issued this year. 
ONE-TWENTIETH 
Of $31,000 is $1.600, which is the amount of the 
principal we would have to pay next year, and 
> per cent, interest upon the $30,000 would be 
$1,500 more, making a total cost, or additional 
tax of $3,000. This, with $15,000,100, as the total 
assessed Talue of property in the city, would be 
only 20 cents additional on a house ami lot as­ 
sessed at $1,000, and 20 cents on each $1.000 aJ- 
ditional assessment. The amount ot additional 
tax. therefore, that would be caused by the 
issue and pat ment of these bonds, even after 
the entire amount had been expended for street 
work, would be so extremely small that no one 
would be able to realize the difference from 
what they are at present paying. On the other 
hand, there is not a property-owner in the city 
who would not be benefited a hundred fold 
more by the improvements to be thus made, 
than the very small tax would cost him. 
A MONEY-SAVING SCHEME. 
Bui there is another side to this question of 
“cost to the tax-payer,” which has not been 
presented, and which cannot fail to convince 
everyone that it wilt not increase the rate of tax­ 
ation one dollar, but will save the city in taxes from 
$10,090 to $15,000 per year. There was levied for 
this year, and the property-owners have already 
paid as taxes, $25,000 for street repairs. The 
amount paid out for street repairs in 1889 was 
over $19,000, and $21,000 in 1888. The average 
for these three years is nearly $23,000. Now, if 
the people vote to expend the $100,000 for grad­ 
ing and graveling our streets, the highest 
amount it can ever cost the city in any one year 
to pav the interest, and one-twentieth ot the 
principal, as required, would be about $9,000, 
and this would be greatly diminished each 
succeeding year. 
With the $100,000 that would be thus paid by 
the city for street work, $300,000 would be added 
by property-owners ironting unon the streets 
improved, and when $400,000 had been thus ex­ 
pended in thoroughly improving the streets of 
the city, wq would have 
F.XCEI.I.ENT THOROUGHFARES AND DRIVEWAYS 
Throughout the year, and it would not cost 
thereafter to keep them so, to exceed one-tenth 
of the amount that it now does to maintain 
them In their present condition, which is poor 
in summer and absolutely disgraceful iu win­ 
ter. An annual expenditure, therefore, ol say 
$3,000, for repairs, would be ample to keep 
them in a hundred-fold better contrition than 
now. If, therefore, we add the $3,000 for re- 
pa'rs of the graveled streets, to tfie hlghes price 
that our taxes could be in any one year, on ac­ 
count of the bonds, we would have only about 
$12.000; or $18,000 less than the cost of street re 
pairs the present vear. This would be a saving of 
$18,000 this year to the tax payers and a saving 
during the past two years of about 18,000 per year. 
Is it not true, then, that our taxes will be auso- 
lntely knrer, alter having expended the $100,000 
iu graveling our streets and putting them in 
prime condition, as proposed, than to continue, 
as we have been doing, in paving nearly *23,000 
per year in merely patching up our mud streets, 
There is but one conclusion or answer that can 
be given to this proposition, and that is that 
our taxes wül be absolutely lower by voting the 
bonds and making the proposed improvements. 
EVERY PROPERTY-OWNER 
And ever}' voter iu Sacramento is, therefore, 
personally interested in the success of the elec­ 
tion on Wednesday, and we appeal to each and 
ever}’ citizen entitled to a vo.ee in this matter 
to not only go to the polls and vote lor street 
improvement, but to devote the day to the 
cause of the city, in seeing that all others do 
the sam e.

An Old Citizen Quietly Gives Up the 
Struggle of Life. 
Patrick Leavy, the well-known ex-po­ 
liceman, died at his home on O etreet, 
between Fifth and Sixth, last evening. 
Death came suddenly and without pain. 
He was in his usual health not many 
hours before, although he had never quite 
recovered from the effects of a paralytic 
stroke suffered a couple of years ago. 
Deceased was an old resident of the city. 
He was for many years janitor of the 
Union building. In 1872 he had charge of 
the gas in the State Capitol building, serv­ 
ing under Secretaries of 8tate Melone and 
Beck.

Deceased was a man of good habits and 
had managed to acquire an estate of per­ 
haps $15,000 or $20,000, consisting mostly 
of houses and lots. His age was 59 years.

Judge Henry 
allowed the Chinaman to go on his own 
recognizance for thirty days, at the end of 
which time, if the prosecution sees fit, the 
case will be recalled.

HOLLAND 
IM M IGRANTS. 


Im p o rta n t R ep o rt on th e C lass of P eo p le 
C om ing to C alifo rn ia. 
W ashington, July 8th.—United Slates Consul 
Walter E. Gardner at Rotterdam, sends the fol­ 
lowing interesting report to the etate Depart­ 
ment on Emigration to this Government. 
It is 
important in itself and significant as indicating 
the kind of people California will receive from 
Holland: 
To-day there sailed from this port by the 
Netherlands Company’s steamship Snaarndam 
a colony of sixty-five Hollanders who are to 
make for themselves new homes in California. 
Tiitse have been preceded by a smaller colony 
which sailed from Rotterdam in autumn last 
year. They will be followed by another colony, 
already partly made up. to sail in September 
next, and doubtless, also, by other future colo­ 
nists. Quite unlike most emigrants from conti­ 
nental ports to America, these people are eom- 
E 
aralively wealthy. 1 hey sail for New York as 
rst-class cabin passengers 
They travel west­ 
ward from New York by specially chartered 
Pullman cars. Each adult ma’.e and each of 
sevetal adult lemalea iu the coiony leaving to­ 
day has already made cash investments ranging 
from 83,COO (the lowest) to 810.000 (the highest), 
iu partial payment for lands, houses, barns, 
furniture, agricultural implements, horses and 
cattle, of which the buyers will assume Imme­ 
diate ownership upon arrival at their destina­ 
tio n Among the various household effects cer­ 
tified through this office ate pianos, libraries; 
painiiug». silverware and other certain evi­ 
dences of moderate wealth. 
The movemeut has its origin with the Hol- 
laud-California Land Company, incorporated 
under the laws of the State ot California. In­ 
cluded in the official Board of the company are 
some of tne strong business men of Rotterdam, 
while its Vice-President and California Man­ 
aging Director is w. A. N’ygh, of Pan Francisco. 
The compauy is the owner of an abundantly 
irrigated area of laud in Merced county, Cal., 
which is divided into 2o-aere tracts 
M anyare 
already under cultivation, the products being 
altalfs, grape vines and fruit orchards. These 
cultivated binds are told to the Dutch immi­ 
grants at 8175 per acre, and prior to the arrival 
of the new owners, each equipped, as above in­ 
dicated and according to the plans previously 
agreed upon, with all the paraphernalia oi a 
complete prosperous country home. The city 
and center oi this New Holland of the New 
World is to be called "Rotterdam,” and among 
other characteristic features is a representative 
Dutch dairy. 
Teachers are employed by the company to in­ 
struct the colonists in such modifications of 
Holland agricultural methods as climate and 
other conditions iu California render necessary’, 
and a company hotel has been or is about to be 
opened for youug inea colonists without fami­ 
lies. 
The enterprise thus briefly outlined has at­ 
tained among the ultra-conservative Dutch 
considerable and widespread popularity. For 
example, the Netherlaud cities and villages 
contributing members to the colony sailiDg to­ 
day, are Rotterdam, Dordrecht, Glesenaam, 
Amsterdam, Dellt, Bussum. The Hague, Ny- 
megeau, Araham. Oosterbeck and Gouda. 
Irrespective of the business merit or lack of it 
in this company’s scheme there is no question 
whatever that these Dutch immigrants to Mer­ 
ced county, California, are physically, materi­ 
ally, mentally and morally a strikingly superior 
class. 
Growing out of the movement above reported 
and related to it is to be noted also the recent 
organization of the Hoiland-California Trading 
Compauy, which now has a depot in this city 
exclusively for the sale in Holland of California 
fruit and w iues.

T he B ritish M inister eays No T rouble is 
A n ticip ated . 
Washington, July 7th.—A sensational article 
was printed to-day to the effect that the British 
Minister, ¡Sir Julien PouDcefole, had broken off 
the Behring eea negotiations with Mr. Blame, 
and notified him that if the American cutters 
seized any sealers carrying the British flag, the 
British war ships would recover them by force 
If necessary- stories of this kind have ap­ 
peared frequently during the past year, and 
this particular story was sliowu Sir Julian 
Pauuceiote. and he said : 
“I have made no communication of the kind 
to Mr. Blaine. There are no doubts ot our ves­ 
sels being in the North Pacific Ocean, there to 
protect the British flag aud her sealers, but I 
have not broken oil' negotiations, and there is 
no reason to expect a disturbance of the friend­ 
ly relations existing between the two Govern­ 
ments. Mr. Blaine has lelt for Bar Harbor for 
the benefit of his health, and I am about to go 
to Mauclie.ster by the sea and shall there con­ 
tinue negotiations with Mr. B aine.” 
Sir Julian was not aware of what instructions 
had been given the British fleet, but thought it 
very unlikely that during friendly negotiotions 
anything would occur ou one side or the other 
likely to provoke auy distuibauces. 
"T he 
great point is,” he added, “ that negotiations 
have been broken off, aud these alarms, the re­ 
ports of which really do much harm, are not 
correct." 
It is understood the last communication on 
the sealeries question sent from the State De­ 
partment was one in which Mr. Blaine went 
into the full agreement of this country’s side of 
the controversy. Great Britain is aiming at 
settling the whole difficulty by arbitration. 
There are two principal questions at issue. 
The first is as to w hat regulations would be 
sufficient to secure closed season. The two Gov­ 
ernments are agreed that the seal species should 
be preserved, but differ as to what means are 
necesiary to that end. It is believed that a sat­ 
isfactory settlement of the m atter will be 
reached. 
The next question is as to the legal right of 
the United States to the entire possession and 
coutrol of the seal fisheries iu Behring Sea, to 
the exclusion and deprivation of Great Britain 
and other countries. Great Britain regards that 
as a question of law, and hopes it will be left to 
settlement by arbitration.

IN THE SENATE. 
Washington, July 7th.—in the Senate to-day 
the conference repoit on the diplomatic aud 
consular appropriation bill was agreed to. 
Morrill moved to take up the tariff bill, say­ 
ing it could be then laid aside informally until 
the shipping bills were disposed oi. The Senate 
reuise.l—ayes 20, nots 24. 
The Senate bill to provide a United States 
Land • onrt, and provide for the settlement c.f 
priva e 1« nil c’aims in New Mexico, Wyoming. 
Arizona, Nevada and Colorado, was discussed 
until 2 o'clock, when it was laid aside without 
action, and tne shipping bills resumed. 
Reagan tq oke agamst the bills. At the close 
ot his remarks the election bill was received 
from the House, snd waq on motion of F’rye, 
ordered to lie on the table uutil the return to 
Washington of the Chairman of the Committee 
on Privileges aud Flections (Hoar). 
Morgan opposed the bills, aud Frye made 
some remarks in their support. 
Sherman presented a conference report on the 
silver bill. Alter it was read he gave notice 
that he would call it up for action to-morrow 
morning. 
After au executive session the Senate ad­ 
journed. 
IN THE HOCSE. 
Washington, July 7th.—In the House to-day 
Bland, rising to a question of privilege, had 
read a dispatch staling that he was absent from 
the silver conference meeting Saturday, he 
also read a note from Chairman Conger stating 
that there would tie no meeting Saturday, lie 
did not desire to be advertised as not attending 
to his duty, when he was noiiiied that his pres­ 
ence was not required. 
After the transaction of some other business 
the House went iuto Committee ot the Whole 
for the consideration oi the senate bill to forfeit 
certain lands heretofore granted for the purpose 
of aiding the construction of railroads, with the 
House substilute therefor. 
Payson explained the bill in general. The 
provisions proposed lo forfeit aud restore to the 
public doma n all public lands, wherever siiu 
sted, which have been granted in aid of con­ 
struction, where the railroads have not been 
completed at ;h:s time. 
There have been 
thirty-seven .ailroads aided by Acts of Congress 
which have nut beeu completed within the 
time fixed by Congress. Tw elve of tbese rosds 
liave been forfeited, comprisii g 50,900,000 acres. 
That left twenty-five roads which have not 
b itn aeti d upon. Niue have l>eeu fully com­ 
pleted. That le t sixteen roads now uueom 
pleled, ami the House substitute recommended 
the forfeiture of all l-nds lying opposite sueli 
portions oi the roads as are not now completed. 
It .s his opinion that a bill of h broader charac­ 
ter could never iwss the Senate and oecome a 
law. A careful estimate was to the effect t- at 
the bill would restore 70.000,000 acres to the 
public domain. 
Stone of Missouri took the posPion that a 
forfeiture should be made of all lauds which 
had not been earned by the railroads at the 
time fixed in the granting Acts for the comple­ 
tion of the roads. The Northern Pacific road, 
he said, was moat vitally interested in this 
measure. He quoted from speeches by l’ayson 
ill the twenty-eighth and twenty-ninth Con­ 
gress upholding the right of Congress to forfeit 
lauds unearned at the time fixed by the grant­ 
ing Acts, ami attacked that gentleman for what 
he declared was a change of front. The pend­ 
ing 
egislation the railroads, especial y the 
Northern Pacific, demanded o f Congress. The 
Speaker (Reed) in the forty seventh Congress, 
w hen Chairman of the Judiciary Committee, 
reported that i ongresahad no power to torieit 
an acre of the Northern Pacific grant, since 
then Thomas B. Reed has been recognized as a 
friend an 1 zeatcus companion of that great, 
arrogant 
and 
corrupt corporation on the 
floor of the house. This corporation knew 
its 
friends, and 
it stood 
by them most 
loyally. 
It 
was 
an 
open 
secret 
that no infiuei cc had been more potential in 
tin organization of the House than that exerte d 
by tse Northern Pacific Railroad. The passage 
oi tne oill under consideration was a matter of 
first importance to this corporation. The bill 
would pass 
i he bosse» must insist upon it; 
Un y could no! fi > oth- rwtec. and the rest of ihe 
other poor fellows ou the other side of the aisle, 
with tbeir hands tied and their lips silent, ex- 
c.-pt when the parltam ntary jo-s uu-.ed one. . 
tha- they might clap applause through his ut- ¡ 
tr ranee, or that they might chant a serTiie 1 
chorus to the commanding t ines of his majcst.c 
soios, must lotlow blindly wherever they were 
led. B .t beyond their parliamentary autocrat ■
